Recent Wells Drilled in 
Prove Up Undeveloped 
Acreage in Magoffin 

County. 

The bringing In of a good well two 
hundred feet from the Fred Ijemaater 
leaae owned by The Wiser Oil Com- 
pany and Petroleum Exploration In 
.Magoffin county, Kentucky, practical- 
ly proves up this acreage and makes It 
look aa if the entire M aore* In tha 
Lemaater tract will be productive. The 
well was drilled In on March 21 by 
Holbrook and Reed, on the J. S. Bor- 
ilers farm and was estimated at bet- 
ter than ten barrels a day. No. 2 is 
now drilling by tbe same company 
which should also be a producer. A

The rainy weather and bad 
roails make it Impossible to move rigs 
or supplies to the leases, indications 
however, show that there will be a 
large amount of drilling done In this 
section of Kentucky during the year 
and practically every section will be 
given a thorough test for oil.

Commission; R, Monroe Fields, toim- .

ley for the Rapablican congressional: 
non^lnatlon. }It. Napler aocepted thsi 
gage of battle and now Is at work, 
perfecting an organization. 

-Mr. Langley Is alive to the situa- 
tion, and If he loaea It will not be due 
to a lack of flgbt. He Is expected to 
return In a few weeks to devote all bis - 
time to a vigorous speaking campaign. 

The Tenth district is composed of ' 
Floyd, Jackson, Johnson, 'Knott,Letch- 
• r, Magoffin, Martin, Owsley, Perry 
and -PUce-oooBtlss. Pike -is Mr. Lang- 
ley's home county, but tbe Naplsr 
element expects to carry it. This coun- 
ty probably wlir develop Into the bat- 
tleiield thu.t will decide the entire dis- 
trict.

New Laws in B%ard ^ 
to Kentucky Schools 

Some of the new legislation which 
was put in the Statutes as a result ot 
the last session of tbe Legislature in 
achool matters was as follows: , 

The State Department received an 
appropriation of (45,0Q0 for the drgan-' 
izatlon nnd maintenance of a profek- 
sional staff, more than three times the 
former allowance. 

Tbe minimum rural school term was 
increased from six to seven months. 

An appropriation ot $i)0,000 was 
made to organize and maintain sum- 
mer training schools for teacherc. 

A bill was passed authorizing the 
establishment of two additional nor- 
mal schools, and {60,000 annually de- 
voted to maintaining them. 

Existing normal schools were chang 
ed to colleges at which students may 
procure academic degrees.. 

The code govertilng graded schools 
was Improved, and such schools were 
authorised to levy a local ta.^c of 11.25 
per tlOO instead of the former maxi- 
mum, 76 cents. 

The maximum s^htMl levy 'in seo- 
ond-class cities was raised from. 65 
cents t(f 76 cents.

Perhaps It is tliai Dutch blood cour- 
ses through my veins and again It may 
come from the taot that whan 'I dov 
try to farm I endeavor to pireduce 
the moat crop with the least "draw 
bar pull." namely effort, havo noted 
and stored a few facts that may be a 
benefit to some one during the oom- 
Ing eeaaon. Usual articles la mod- 
•rn farm papers are all right la the- 
ory but in practice are glvea out In 
terms and In such gigantic ways as 
to make a mountain farmer feel in 
reading them that he had been left 
out In the cold but such it act alwajrs 
the case, whether your crop be In the 
mountains or in the big com belt 
there are a few general rules If fol- 
lowed, greatly Increase your pile of 
corn or other crops. Aa oM saying 
that "a crop put In (he ground right 
wn!i half rslaed" was not tkr trom 
rlKhi Then again It is much nicer to 
prepare a good seed bed in the balmy 
days ot spring than to flght hostile 
weeds la July and It Is a sure fact 
that If a proper seed bed is made and 
a crop la planted dttltivalloa is a 
much smaller item. Next to the seed 
bed comes a dust mulch which should 
be maintained throughout the grow- 
ing season. A dust mulch ia nothing 
more than a thin blanket of soft earth 
two or more Inches deep through 
which the dampness stored up in old 
mother earth cannot escape easy to 
the air above, lay a plank down on a 
piece of hard, dry ground and go back 
In a couple of days and you wilt find 
the ground damp beneath and ttie dirt 
loose. Why? Because the dampnwa 
trom tbe earth that was drawn to the 
surface by the heat of ehe sun could 
not eacape. A dust mulch of course 
does not do the Job as thorough as a 
plank but shallow and frequent cutll- 
vatton to a great extent does this very 
thing. To let corn lay three weeks 
and then use long plows enough to 
cover up weeda regardless ot the corn 
roots thst are running across the rows 
is what goes a long way to make our 
mountain counties Import counties 
instead of export ones. 1 carried on 
1 test of shallow frequent cultivation 
for three years, using nothing but a 
garden plow for Its cultlvntlitn Wtien 
ears of com were ripened and hard 
enough to shell from tbe cob the fod- 
ler was green to the croonA. TUaldng 
I was using too fertile ground tor pay 
tests 1 transferred my teat plot to the 
cornfield selecting Ave rows on upper 
aide of fleld. This was aU turned and 
prepared together, except the cultiva- 
tion which was done entirely with tbe 
garden plow and as the ground waa 
;oo rolling to plow both ways I Used 
a garden rake for tearing out weeds 
between the hilla pullinc with my 
hands from hllla The third year test 
waa like the others. So much waa the 
llfference In size and height that It 
looked like two different plantings. 
Now I am not advocating no garden 
'ilow, hand rake farming, but only 
used these tools that I might know 
abaolutely that nothing but the mulrh 
was disturbed. 

I have seen men who ought to know- 
better plowing com ter the third time 
with as long a plow as they could vet 
hold of, plowing within three Inches 
of corn while multitudes of flne nnm 
roots bang out in tbe air, broken in 
two and then wonder why their com 
waa so chaffy and the fodder "fired" 
so bad, saying "I worked my ccxrn 
good three times and haven't over a 
half crop" when they should have said 
1 raised about half riMp In Spite Ot 
what 1 did to my com. 

While in another Bute a few ysara 
ago I noticed a peculiar state of con- 
dition of the soil. I asked the farmer 
ihe laijsr. His reply was that it had 
Ijeen an awful dry summer and after 
four cultivations It was so dry that 
he, his three sons and the hired man 
had taken the wheels off their iwi 
mowing maohlnen and singled them 
out and gone over their 110 acres 
twice in this way dragging each whe<- 
with a horse.
